Mr. Eric Louw, the South African Foreign Minister, has accused

Isracl last week joined 66 other delegations in supporting a 
Liberian resolution censuring the South African. delegate’s speech.

A TEST OF FAITH 


“the binding 
sacrifice,” 1S 


HE Akedah, 

of Isaac for 

the severest challenge ot 
Abraham's career. This precious 
son, the comfort of his old age, 
for whom he had yearned all his 
life, Abraham is now commanded 
to offer up as a sacrifice, a burnt 
offering. It was a supreme test 
of Abraham's faith, a test, safe 
only in a Divine hand capable of 
intervening, as God did in fact 
intervene, as soon as the spiritual 
end of the trial was accomplished. 


A number of problems present 
themselves here. Did God need 
a demonstration of Abraham's 
faith in order to be convinced ? 
A thousand years ago the com- 


mentator Rashi explained the 
words “For now I] know” to 
mean: “From now on I have a 


reply to give to Satan and to the 
nations who wonder at the love I 
bear to you; | have something to 
say to them now that they see for 
themselves that you are a God- 
fearing man.” 


[\ other words, according to this 

explanation, the purpose of the 
whole episode was to impress the 
world around Abraham with the 
new concept of God. Nahmanides 
explains that the test is conducted 
not for the information of God, 
but for the benefit of the tested. 
He draws a distinction between 
Divine tests and human tests 
People test one another to con- 
firm a suspicion ; God tests a good 
and righteous man tn order to 
demonstrate his worth and virtue 
And in support of his 
Nahmanides draws our attention 
to the tact that mm the Bible God 
always tests the righteous, but 
never the wicked. 

Abravanel, who lived at the 
time of the Inquisition and the 
Expulsion from Spain, deals with 
the meaning of Divine trial in 
general in a lengthy note on this 
Akedah chapter. He, too, con- 
cludes that the test cannot pos- 
sibly be an experiment by which 
God expects to gain some new 
knowledge. Rather, he says. must

understood as a derivative from 


the same word root as nes, a 
standard, flag, or banner. He 
would understand the opening 


verse of our chapter to mean that, 
by calling Abraham to perform 
this heroic deed, out of faith and 
obedience, God in fact Nissah et 
Avraham—" lifted Abraham up 
as a lofty banner” for all nations 
to look up to and admire 


PJOWEVER, the most significant 

feature of this whole incident 
lies not in the fact that God calls 
upon Abraham to sacrifice his son, 
but in God's intervention to pre- 
vent the sacrifice. What we have 
here is, in fact, a dramatic pro- 
test against the pagan rite of 
human (and especially of child) 
sacrifice, which was so widespread 
in the time of Abraham and for 
centuries afterwards. The episode 
of the Akedah is the first blow 
struck in Israel's long struggle 
against this abomination —against 
which, throughout Scripture, we 
continue to hear the warning 
utterances of Moses and the 
prophets. This Genesis chapter 1s 
to demonstrate to Abraham and 
his descendants that God abhors 
human sacrifice. and that it is the 
spiritual surrender that is 
required of man

made this chapter the chosen 
Scriptural reading for Rosh 
Hashana also. and gave it such

Centred on Jerusalem 


It was after the northern kingdom 
was destroved by the Assyrians. 
added the speaker, that myths became 
monolithic and began to centre 
almost exclusively on Jerusalem. It 
became clear that if Judea. a small 
buffe: tute between Egvpt and 
Assvria. was to maintain its political 
independence, a stronger religious 
discipline “would have to be enforced. 

Hitherto most Israelites clung to the 
orgiastic Canaanite cult) in which 
goddesses played the leading role; 
the prophets. however. who were 
among the few who observed mono- 
theism, knew that the best hope of 
national independence lay in~ the 
patriarchal monotheism they 
preached, and urged that Jahveh 
repudiate his two powerful com 
panion deities 

Quoting Ezekiel es stating that the 
people of Isract stemmed both from 
the Hittite and the Amorite nations, 
Professor Graves ~oimted out that it 
was this double  inheritance-—the 
“righteous. dour, witty, practical 
Kassites who came with the Huttite 
hordes on the one side, and the 
‘humorous, artistic, gay, cloquent’ 
Amorites on the other — that 
accounted for the double strain in 
modern Jewry, “which makes them 
sq difficult to generalise about. On 
one extreme are Hillel. John the 
Maimonides, Spinoza. Karl 
Marx: on the other. Heme, Mendels- 
sohn, Chagall, and the Marx 
Brothers.” 

Whereas there was evidence of 
strong matriarchal cult among. the 
early Hebrews, added the speaker, 
this eventually gave way, after the 
destruction of the Northern kingdom, 
to a patriarchal monotheism. Greek 
and Hebrew myth alike reduced the 
initially high status of the goddess, 
and made woman responstble for the 


fall of Man, To disguise Eve's 


original Divinity, later 
represented her as 

formed from

Adam's rib, since the 
meaning “rib, also 
stumbling.” 


Going on to comment on the 


ditlerences between Carech and 
Hebrew myths, Professor Ciraves 
said they could best be judged — by 
studying the character of Jacob. Like 
the Gireek hero Autolycus, he stole 
flocks and herds from his kinsman 
by altering their colour and appeal 
ance; in fact. the two legends had 
the same Palestinian source. But 
whereas Autolycus was merely a 


clever thief. Jacob - destined to 
hecome the saintly ancestor of all 
lews--had his deceit justified on the 


ground that Laban had twice cheated 

him ‘The moral being that Jews 

may defend themselves against thei: 

oppressors by legitimate means only 
never by magic.” 

Ihe Greeks did  not—like the 
Hebrews —-gloss over their myths with 
pretistic comment, or use them as 
texts for political sermonising. Nor 
did they necessarily reward. theu 
great men: the Hebrew patriarchs 
died in their beds. but most Creek 
heroes perished miserably And 
while most of the Greek: myths were 
charters for certain clans, the Hebrew 
myths were national charters 


Moral quality 


But the main difference between 
Gsreek and Hebrew myth lay in the 
fact that Greek myths were roval and 
aristocratic, while the Hebrew. myths 
were democratic In Greek myth. 
only the hero and his descendants. 
whatever their conduct, could expect 
a happy after-life. while men of lower 
status. however virtuous, were rele- 
gated to a “ dismal Tartarus,” Among 
the later Jews. on the. other hand. 


every righteous observer of — the 
Mosaic Law. whatever his birth or 
Station, was assured of the Heavenly 
Kinedom. 


And it was Hebrew myth's moral 
quality, and its sense of democrac\ 
and of national destiny, absent in 
Greek myth, that eventually estab- 
lished the ethical principles of 
present-day civilisation, concluded 
Professor Graves, “Not until the 


Hebrew myths, borrowed by the 
Christians, gave subjected peoples an 
equal right to salvation, were the 


Olympians finally dethroned.” 

Professor David Daiches. who 
holds the chair of English Literature 
at the new University of Sussex, 
presided. The lecture was attended 
by over a thousand people,

Symposium on Russian antisemitism

Since the publication of the now 
famous poem, “Babi Yar,” by the 
Russian, Yevgeny Yevtushenko, and 
the violent controversy which 
immediately surrounded it, the pro- 
blem of antisemitism in the Soviet 
Unmion has at last come into the open. 
Moreover, the struggle for Jewish 
freedom in Russia has become part 
of the struggle for Russian freedom 
generally. 

This was the conclusion of experts 
who met in the Clifton-Ford Hotel 
in London, on Sunday, for a sympo- 
sium on Sovict Jewry. Of its three 
original conveners, Lord Boothby. 
Mr. Richard Crossman, M.P.. and 
Mr. Isracl M. Sieff. only the last was 
able to attend. Mr. Crossman, who 
had to leave for a meeting of the 
Socialist International in Rome, sent 
a message which stated his firm 
belief that “continued attention and 
publicity in the West” would safe- 
guard Russian Jews against an inten- 
sification of the disabilities under 
which they had to suffer.” 

‘All speakers were unanimous that 
the Jewish problem in Russia must 
not become cntangled im the cold 


War. 
Comprehensive survey 


Mr. Emanuel Litvinoff, Secretary, 
and, in Mr. Crossman'’s absence. 
Chairman of the symposium, gave a 
comprehensive survey of the problem 
and position of Soviet Jewry from its 
heyday immediately after the Russian 
Revolution until Yevtushenko’s poem 
“It is a rather ironic reflection.” he 
said, “ that the publication of a poem 
by a young Soviet poet attacking 
antisemitism) probably 
attracted more attention than the 
execution of 26 Jewish writers.” 

He pointed out that in 1917 there 
was a total of 49 Yiddish and Hebrew 
periodicals and newspapers, none of 
which was Commonist; in the peak 
year of 1920 there were 96, of which 
66 Communist pro 
Communist. 

In the mid-thirties there were 16 
Yiddish State theatres throughout the 
Soviet Union. and the most famous 
of them-—the Moscow Yiddish 
Theatre-—had also a theatrical school. 
In 1928, 238 Yiddish books were pub- 
lished: m 1932, the number rose to 
653 Between 1933 and 1937, 8&5? 
books were printed with a total print- 
ing of 6.250.000 copies 

It was also estimated that just 
before the war there were 800 
Yiddish primary and secondary 
schools in White Russia and Ukraine 
alone There were also Jewish 
municipal Soviets. 67 Jewish courts mn 
which Yiddish was the official 
language. Jewish collective farms, and 
Jews held important positions in all 
walks of Soviet life, not only in the 
arts and sciences (as was the case 
today). but also im the Party. army. 
and Csovernment.

“The situation of Judaism yon 
is pitiful even as compared wit 
other religions,” Mr. Litvinoff said. 
For, unlike other faiths, Jews were 
not allow to have a central religious 
organisation ; they were not permitted 
contact with Jews abroad; and they 
could not manufacture devotional 
appurtenances. It was estimated that 
Jews had, at the most, one synagogue 
and one rabbi to serve 23, poten- 
tial worshippers. 


Press campaign 


Mr. Wolf Mankowitz presented 
evidence of the “despicable” Press 
campaign conducted m the Soviet 
Union against the synagogue 
(described as “a place for shady 
machinations), and against Judaism 
and Jews whom the —e “ Com- 
munist™ accused 0 “ drinkin 
Moslem blood at least once a year.” 

He said: “So there is finally the 
ancient ritual-blood lie of the classi- 
cal antisemife, the red shadow over 
every pogrom in the history of the 
Jewish people, the stink of the 
“ Stiirmer,” but in Russian, in a paper 
called “ Communist.” Is it surprising 
that we should feel the closing of 
a little synagogue in Dagestan, the 
shabby meeting-place of a 
impoverished powerless Jews, on a 
despicable and desperate excuse, a 
cause for great concern? I believe 
that this concern is shared by many 
people in the Soviet Union. It ts 
they who must decide whether three 
million Russian Jewish lives are to 
be wasted as a miserable postscript to 
the murder of the six million by the 
Soviet Union's Hitlerite enemy.” 


Soviet attitude debated 


Opening the debate, the French-

Sperber, described the position of 
Russian Jewry as “unique ”-—they 
had been allowed neither to integrate 
nor to develop their own culture.

Mr. Sperber said that because the 
Russian régime was “ hypocritical,” 
Mr. Khruschev and his Government 
were very sensitive about the charge 
of antisemitism. When a delegation 
of French Socialists visited him in 
Moscow they had the impression that 
he was literally “obsessed” by the 
Jewish question, and he kept on 
repeating that there were too many 
Jews in important positions, 

Sir Leshe Plummer, M.P.. who 
recently visited the Soviet Union, and 
Mr. Marcus Lipton, M.P., also con- 
firmed the view that the charge of 
antisemitism hit the weak spot in the 
ideological armour of the Soviet 
authorities. There was nothing in 
Communist ideology, Mr. Lipton 
explained, to cause or justify anti- 
Jewish discrimination, an the 
Chinese Communists, for instance, 
treated their own small Jewish 
minority very humanely by allowing 
those who did not fit into the new 
régime to leave 

Sir Leslie said that during his con- 
versations with Soviet officials—whom 
he refused to name-—-he was given 
“a promise” that “Soviet Home- 
land” would be allowed to appear 
every month (instead of every two 
months) and “a half promise” of 
more newsprint so that more copies 
could be publighed. 

Mr. Alec Nove, Russian-born 
Jewish lecturer at the London School 
of Economics, said that both during 
and after the war antisemitism had 
been encouraged by local officials, 
and that even a Ae of the leaders 
of the Soviet Union “ reflected” the 
anti-Jewish prejudices of the masses. 
He pointed out, however, that in the 
arts and sciences and in the universi- 


ties, Jews still occupied a much larger 
number than would be their share 
But on the other 
and the Jews were not given a fair 
share of representation in the Soviets 
of the various republics. There was 
also an “almost complete de-Judai- 
sation” of Soviet Party officialdom. 

Mr. Max Hayward, of Oxford, who 
has spent much time in Russia (the is 
the translator of “ Doctor Zhivago™), 
said that although the situation of 
Jewry had changed out of all recog- 
nition since the death of Stalin. anti- 
semitism still existed. 


An important ally 


The significance of the discussion 
about Yevtushenko's poem, he stated, 
lay in the fact that the question of 
antisemitism had been brought out 
into the open, that the antisemites 
had revealed themselves and had been 
openly attacked by representatives of 
the younger generation of Russian 
intelligentsia. 

“In the fight against antisemitism 
in Russia today, one has a most 
important ally in the young Russian 
intellectual who is violenth opposed 
to antisemitism and is giving a most 
outspoken expression to its pro- 
Jewish sentiments,” Mr. Hayward 
stated. “To the best elements in 
Russia, the fight for Jewish freedom 
is also a fight for Russian freedom.” 

Mr. Jacob Miller, of Glasgow Uni- 
versity. was the first to mention the 
possibility of anti-Jewish pogroms 
should things go wrong in Russia. 
economically or politically. In such 
an event, he believed that the authori- 
ties would let the Jews leave the 
country. His view was shared by 
Mr. Hayward. 

There was support for a sugges- 
tion from the Rev. W Simpson 
to set up a working-party composed 
both of Jewish and Church repre- 
sentatives. “There is a real com- 
munity of interest between the 
Church and the Synagogue in rela- 
tion to the problem,” he said.

Of the eleven meetings which Mr. 
Moshe Sharett, Chairman of the 
Executive of the Jewish Agency, 
addressed during his visit to this 
coumtry, the one which encouraged 
him most was the annual conference 
of the National Counc! of Younger 
J.N.F. Commissions, 

Mr. Sharett assured the organisa- 
tion of this when he attended the 
morning session of the conference, 
held on Sunday at the Washington 
Hotel, Curzon Street, W.1. 

“No one in this room,” he told 
the 250 delegates present, “is under 
any obligation to emigrate to Israel. 
You are neither forced nor shamed 
into going on rh h, 
naturally, you are not excluded ! But 
what you are doing is to integrate 
Israel into your personality, and this 
is why yours has been the most 
encouraging of the meetings I have 
addressed during the past few weeks.” 

Describing the work of reclama- 
tion carried out in the State by the 
J.N.F.. Mr. Sharett declared that 
Israel's land problem was unique 
among the new nations, since it 
incorporated the twin problems of 
acquisition and restoration, “ Unlike 
those countries with a long indepen- 
dent history, we did not obtain our 
national estate through dispossession 
of the upper classes. We had to pur-

chase every acre.” Israci’s agricul- 
ture, he added, was the basis of her 
industry and commerce, and the 
developmem of her territory was of 
supreme importance. 

At the afternoon session the dele- 
gates discussed what place, if any, 
culture should have in their pro- 
gramme of fund-raising for land 
reclamation. Mr. Trevor Chinn, 
Chairman of the National Executive, 
who led the discussion, pointed out 
that whereas fund-raising gave con- 
crete expression to the aims and 
ideals of the organisation, it might 
be that membership suffered because 
too much emphasis was placed on 
this aspect. Young people, he said, 
were lured away from the J.N.F. by 
various outside distractions ; it might, 
therefore. be a good idea to incor-

Mr. Chinn said that during the 
three years of the National Execu- 
tive’s existence he had been bom.

— Zionism.’

EW persons 
who have 
attended 
synagogue classes | 
or similar institu- 
tions in the Lon- 
don area during 
the last quarter 
of a century can 
fail to remember 
the unwonted 
efficiency and 
order that pre- 
vailed whenever 
the word went 
round “ Dr. Fish- 
man is coming.” 
Not that he is in | 
any way a terrify- 
ing person, but 
he has always 
represented 
authority and 
System in a sphere 
in which = chaos 
all too often 
threatens to 
reappear. 
He was 


born in London 53 
years ago and educated at the 
Central Foundation, Jews’ Col- 
lege, University College, and the 
Yeshivah Etz Chaim. As may be 
inferred, he was originally des- 
tined for the ministry, but already 
in his student days he found that 
he was more interested in educa- 
tion than in pastoral work. At 
one time he had hopes of a legal 
career and was called to the Bar, 
but he practised very little and 
even while reading for the Bar he 
acted as a voluntary imspector at 
Hebrew and religion classes. 


* * 
The Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hertz, 
and Herbert Adler encouraged 


him to concentrate on educational 
work, and on November 1, 1936, 
25 years ago. he became the first 
(and, as it turned out, also the 
last) Education Officer of the 
Union of Hebrew and Religion 
Classes. The three bodies which 
controlled education in pre-war 
London were forced to merge by 


the outbreak of war, and the 
Joint Emergency Committee was 
founded. Evacuation brought 


immense problems, not eased by a 
state of continuing _ friction 
between Dr. Hertz and the Chair- 


man of the Committee, Dr. 
Mortimer Epstein 

But after the work of this com- 
mittee there could be no going 


back to the old system of com- 
peting and overlapping authorities 
The advantages of central direc- 
tion and assured finances were 
patent to all, and a conference, 
called in November, 1945, paved 
the way for the establishment of 
the London Board of Jewish Reli- 
gious Education in June, 1946. At 
first Dr. Fishman was deputy to 
Dr. Nathan Morris but he became 
Director of Education when Dr 
Morris retired in 1948. 

The London Board is respon- 
sible for the Jewish education of 
nearly 14,000 children, and now 
includes the J.F.S. Secondary 
School alongside its motley collec- 
tion of synagouue classes, Talmud 
Torahs, and withdrawal classes. 
Dr. Fishman thinks that the

intensity, and administration is 
much sounder. If the teachers are 
not paid handsomely, they are at 
least paid regularly, which was not 
always the case pre-war. 
However, when it comes to the 
question of teachers, Dr. Fishman 
admits to serious misgivings. Too 
few students of proper calibre are 
coming forward and too many 
unilateral efforts are being made 
to deal with the problem of 
teachers’ training. He is a firm 
believer in the ‘necessity for one 
central denominational training 
college which would serve the 
whole of Anglo-Jewry. Even 
within the present system he feels 
that improvement could be 
obtained from a switch to the 
modern Israeli. pronunciation (as 
used exclusively at the J.F.S.) 
which, in his opinion, would have 
the effect of stimulating the 
children’s interest in Hebrew as a 
living language. Nevertheless, he 


gives short shrift to those who 
would seek to make spoken 
Hebrew the basis of tuition 


instead of a thorough grounding 
in Pentateuch and Prayer Book

He is often invited to inspect 
institutions outside the gis of the 
London Board and is frequently 
consulted by Commonwealth com- 
munities. But somehow or the 
other he has found time for 
literary work. His doctorate 
thesis, “The History of Jewish 
Education in Central Europe,” 
was published in 1944; he has 
brought out a textbook on the 
Mishna, editions of the Hagada 
and the Megilla, and an “ Intro- 
duction to Judaism,” and con- 
tributed to the Soncino Talmud 
When in need of relaxation he 
enjoys a game of bridge.

JUSTICE AND LOVE 
IN JUDAISM 


Dr. Jacobs’s views

“ Whether or not we are Orthodox 
Jews, we should never accept the 
picture of Judaism, painted by those 
who do not really know it, as a 
religion that is legislative and devoid 
of love,” said Rabbi Dr. Louis Jacobs 
last week. 

He was addressing the London 
Jewish Students’ Association at Hillel 
House, W.C.1, on “What doth the 
Lord require of thee?” It was the 
first of a series of lectures on 
; Jewish Ethics and the Modern 
ew. 


“Without legalism.” Dr. Jacobs 
said, “justice would remain an 
abstract idea—and Judaism places 
great emphasis on justice, But the 
role of justice in Judaism is some- 
times over-emphasised.”’ 


No real difference 


It had become a dogma _ that 
Judaism was a religion of justice and 
Christianity a religion of love. And 
the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hertz. 
agreed with Achad Ha'am that 
Judaism frowned on the injunction 
to love one’s neighbour more than 


oneself. Yet there was no real 
difference between Judaism and 
Christianity on this. point, and to 


deny it in Judaism was “ tommy-rot.”’ 
When Jesus said “ Greater love hath 
no man than this, that he lay down 
his life for his friend,’ he was not 
preaching Christianity but quoting 
Judaism. 

Discussing the question of rabbinic 
statements on social problems of the 
day, Dr. Jacobs said it would be 
crying for the moon to expect reli- 
wious leaders to give an answer to 
problems that had baffled great minds 
since such problems first arose. 

All that religion could do. added 
Dr. Jacobs, was to inspire one to 
work for a just solution. One could 
not belong to a people with a long 
history of justice without being 
indirectly influenced by it.

GOVERNMENT’S DELAY IN 


SIGNING CONVENTION 


Statement on Genocide Treaty 


From our Parliamentary 


Correspondent 


The Government have still not 
made up their minds on whether to 
become a party to the Genocide Con- 
vention, which outlaws race exter- 
mination. Mr. J. B. Gonper, Minis- 
ter of State for Foreign Affairs, told 
M.P.s on Monday that the Govern- 
ment were “giving very active con- 
sideration” to the question, and that 
the House would be informed as 
soon as a decision was reached. 

[his did not satisfy Sir Barnett 
Janner (lab... Leicester, N.W.), who 
protested that this had been hanging 
fire tor a very considerable time. 

Commenting on Mr. Godber's 
Statement that 65 countries had rati- 
fied or acceded to the Convention, Sir 
Barnett said: “A number of mem- 
bers of the Commonwealth, among 
many others, have agreed to the Con- 
vention and we are lagging very far 
henind.” He pointed out that there 
were cases which could not be dealt 
with in any other way than by this 
Convention. tor example, should 
one of the officers who came to 
Britain leading German troops be 
guilty of this crime, the Government 
had no power to deal with him. 

Mr. Godber said he had explained 
on a previous occasion some of the 
difficulties with regard to this. matter 
and had given an undertaking that 
the Government were pursuing it 
urcentl, “There are considerable 
dithe ities.” he added, but can 
assure Sir Barnett that we are deter- 


mined to come to a definite conclu- 
sion as soon as possible.” 

Mr. Hector Hucwes (Lab., Aber- 
deen, N.) said that considerable 
damage had been done to sections 
of the population by the long delay 
in this matter on the part of the 
Government. What did the Minister 
propose to do to compensate these 
people ? 

Mr. Godber denied that damage 
had been caused to people in this 
way. It had not made any materia! 
difference whatever with regard to 
this country. 

“There are certain obligations 
Whichewe have, and which we mean 
t» safeguard,” he declared. “One is 
the right to give political asylum, 
wiich | should have thought al! 
MLP.s would support.” 

Mr. Syonpy Su-verman (Lab., Ne!- 
son and Coine) asked Mr. Godber 
to make clear to the House what were 
the difficulties of the Government 
Ine Convention was agreed on long 
ago and a great many countries had 
aceeded to itt. What caused the 
Government to have doubts and 
hesitations or caused delay ? Was it 
the difficulty of reconciling the sign- 
ing of the Convention “on Genocide 
with a nuclear delence strategy 

“No, it certainly is not,” replied 
Mr. Godber. “The problem relates 
largely to Article 7 of the Conven- 
tion, which mmpinges on the right to 
give political asylum. There is also 
the fact that genocide is very broadly 
described in the Convention, and it 
would mean making large amend- 
ments in our criminal law in order 


to account! of it.

The Rumanian authorities who, 
acting on humanitarian grounds, 
recently released from gaol Rabbi 
Leib Ber Halpert, are now reported 
to be considering releasing some 
other Jews imprisoned on political 
charges. 


No exact figures are known. But 
according to reports there are still 
several thousand Jews in Rumanian 
prisons and camps in Bucharest and 
the provinces. any of them have 
been kept for years without trial and 
on trumped-up charges of anti-State 
activities. 

Rabbi Halpert was formerly the 
leader of the community of Vaslui, 
a town of some 
four thousand 
Jews, near Yassi. 
and later rabbi 
in Bucharest, | 


the Council of 
Jewish religious 
leaders. He was 
arrested in 1954, 
and after a year 
interroga- 

tion by the political police he 
was tried by a military court on 
a charge of alleged anti-State activi- 
ties. He was sentenced to 25 years’ 
imprisonment, six of which he had 
served when he was released a few 
wecks ago. He was allowed to leave 
the country together with his family. 
After spending several weeks in 
Israel, he is now visiting Britain apd 
is staying with friends in North 
London 

During his six years in gaol Rabbi 
Halpert was not allowed to write or 
receive letters. In fact, he was not 

srmitted to have any books or, 
indeed, any piece of paper. Only on

one occasion was his wife permitted 
to visit him—-only for a half-hour— 
in the presence of a prison guard. As 
he refused to eat the prison food, he 
lived on very little and on Pesach he 
could have only roast potatoes 
these, too, were few in number. 
The Rabbi refused to make any 
statement as to his treatment in 
prison but he admitted that the 
position of the Rumanian Jewish 
population, now numbering between 
170,000 and 180,000, is far from 
satisfactory. Jewish life and activity 
generally are regulated and under the 
supervision of the Federation of 
Jewish Organisations, a Comrmvunist- 
controlled body. The questions of 
Jewish education and religion are 
under the Federation's supervision, 
and, in fact, every aspect of the life 
of the community pends largely 
on the decisions of the Federation 
which, in turn, takes its instructions 
from the Communist Party. The 
Federation is responsible for the 
baking of matzot. a duty which, Rabbi 
Halpert says. it discharges to the best 
of its ability. and also for the pay- 
ment of rabbis, shochetim, and the 


maintenance of Jewish _ religion 
schools. 

Youth drifting 
One of the main worries of 


Rumanian Jewry today is the drift 
of the youth away from traditional 
Judaism. In Bucharest, with a Jewish 
community of 100,000, no more than 
about 80 children attend religion 
schools. There is no truly Jewish 
newspaper. here is one singl 
journal in Rumanian, Yiddish, an 
Hebrew under the supervision of the 
Chief Rabbi, Dr. David Rosen: t 
it gives no Jewish news of any kind, 
except a sermon and a few historical 
essays. there ws a Jewish State 
Theatre maintained by the Govern- 
ment, but this is also run on 
Party lines.

$80 MILLION REPARATIONS 
DISTRIBUTED 


Report to “ Joint” 


From a Special Correspondent 
GENEVA 

A total of $80 million in repara- 
tion funds received from the West 
German Government has been dis- 
tributed by the Conference of Jewish 
Material Claims Against Germany, 
since 1954, to over 150,000 Jewish 
victims of Nazi persecution now 
residing in 30 countries. This was 
Stated on Wednesday at the annual 
overseas conference held here of the 
American Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee. More than 200 delegates 
from countries in Western Europe, 
North Africa, North and South 
America, Israel, Persia, and India 
attended the four-day conference. 

The British delegation to the con- 
ference included Sir Henry d’ Avigdor 
Mr. Victor Girmounsky, 
Mr. A. L. Easterman. Mr. Oscar H. 
Joseph, ‘De Charles Kapralik, Mr. 
Clive Labovitch. Dr. Barnett Stross, 
and Miss Joan Stichel. 

Opening the Claims Conference 
session, Mr. Moses A. Levitt, Execu- 
tive Vice hairman of the J.D.C. and 
Treasurer of the Claims Conference, 
pointed out that with many major 
objectives attained, and with only 
three years remaining of its term of 
existence, the Claims Conference was 
concerning itself increasingly with 
needs which it had previously been 
unable to mect 


Mental health 


“While we cannot expect to have 
sufficient time and funds completely 
to fulfil these needs, there are very 
important areas in which we can 
help at least to lay the groundwork 
for. and set in motion, programmes 
that will be carried out after 1964.” 

Fighting mental health problems 
in Europe was one cf these areas. 
Mr. Levitt announced that the 1.D.C. 
has been given a Claims Conference 
grant to conduct a country by coun- 
try survey of Europe of mentally ill 
Jewish patients as the basis of a 
programme which vould seek to fill 
gaps m European Jewish mental 
health services. 

“ We have now become very much 
aware of the proportionately high 
incidence of mental illness and dis- 
turbance im the Jewish populations, 
particularly among victims _ oof 
Nazism. and the imadequacy of the 
facilities available for treatment.” he 
said. 

Although 75 per cent of Claims 
Conference allocations were for 
material welfare needs. nearly all of 
the remainder went for a variety of 
programmes, mostl, educational, 
designed for the reconstruction of 
Jewish cultural life. reported Mr. 
Saul Kagan, New York Secretary of 
the Claims Conference. The Nazis

did not confine themselves to physical 
destruction of Jewish life and prop- 
erty, but attempted to destroy the 
whole Jewish cultural and religious 
heritage, making a particular target 
of intellectuals, scientists, and reli- 
gious leaders. 

“ This left a hiatus within Jewish 
life which we have attempted to fill 
through a variety of projects, notably 
in programmes of education, publi- 
cations, and the granting of fellow- 
ships and scholarships.” 

Mr. Kagan cited the conference's 
capital jnvestments programme as 
one of its most significant achieve- 
ments. “Combined with local funds 
these allocations have played a ke 
role in rebuilding ravaged Jewish 
institutions and in helping to provide 
new buildings and facilities for old 
age homes, hospitals, clinics, chil- 
dren's and youth homes, schools, 
kindergartens, religious institutions, 
community and youth centres, and 
summer camps. 

“It is my firm conviction that the 
experience of the past cight years of 
combined effort by the Claims Con- 
ference, }.D.C., and the communities 
has amply demonstrated the Euro- 
pean communities’ vitality and their 
will to live. and grow,” said Mr. 
Kagan 


European action 


“This is the basis for my hope 
that through this process of joint 
Furopean action, the next few vears 
will see the development—within the 
Standing Conference on Jewish Com- 
munity Services’ specialised areca of 
action-—-of an inter-European Jewish 
communal mutual aid programme 
designed not only to. assist. the 
financially less well-off communities 
to meet their health. welfare, and 
social priorities, but also to enable 
the whole European Jewish com- 
munity to come to the aid of any 
of its members suddenly faced with 
the overpowering demands of an 
unforeseeable crisis or emergency.” 

Mr. Jerome J. Jacobson, J.D.C. 
General Counsel, reported on devel- 
opments in the German restitution 
and indemnification programme, with 
particular emphasis on the agreement 
concluded during the past year 
between West Germany and a num- 
ber of Western European countries 
to provide compensation to victims 
of Nazism who suffered imprison- 
ment. damaee to health, and loss of 
livelihood 

The growing movement to bring 
together for discussion and action 
all forces working in the field of 
Jewish welfare and social service in 
Europe. North Africa, and Asia was 
stressed as the keynote of the con- 
ference by Mr. Charles A. Jordan, 
Joint Director-General.

Education problems 
in Germany

COLOGNE 

Jewish religious teachers from all 
parts of the Federal Republic met 
here last weck to discuss problems 
of Jewish education in Germany. 
The meeting was organised by the 
Central Counci! of Jews. There were 
35 teachers present, out of about 50 
who in Germany today instruct 2,500 
children. 

The principal speakers during the 
conference were Professor Bernhard 
Graubard, of Munich, who plays a 
prominent role in German-Jewish 
cultural activities; Dr. I, E. Lichtig- 
feld, Chairman of the Conference of 
German Rabbis; and Dr. H. G. van 
Dam, Secretary-General of the Cen- 
tral Conner! of Jews im Germany. 

All stressed the special need for 
Jewish education in Westegyn Ger- 
many to maintain the community. 
Dr. van Dam said that a Jewish com- 
munity outside Israel could only be 
a religious community.

A detailed plan for the develop- 
ment of European Jewish youth 
movements through mutual co-opera- 
tion and closer ties with Isracli youth 
was approved by the conference of 
Furopean Jewish Youth, beld im 
Paris last week 

The scheme will be implemented 
by a harson committee representing 
the various youth movements. The 
commitice will also make prepara- 
tions for the second World Confer- 
ence of Jewish Youth, to be held in 
Jerusalem next vear, and will con- 
sider the setting up of a European 
Federation of Jewish Youth, 

The 24-member British delegation 
represented Habonimm, Hashomer 
Hatzair. Ezra. Hanoar Hazioni, the 
Federation of Zionist Youth, the 
Federation of Liberal and Progres- 
sive Youth Groups, the World 
Union of Progressive Judaism 
Youth Section, the Association for 
Jewish Youth, the Youth Assocratior 
of Synagogues. Dror, Young Poale 
Zion, Bne: Akivah, the Union of 
Macc ib: Associations, and the Inter- 
University Jewish Federation. 

Delegates adopted a _ resolution 
regretting the non-participation§ of 
youth from Russia. It said:. “ The 
conference would hike Soviet Jewish

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youth to be given an opportunity to 
preserve and develop their traditions 
and make contact with Jewish youth 
abroad.” The resolution also called 
on the Soviet authorities to allow a 
Russian youth delegation to attend 
the World Conference of Jewish 
Youth, 

A resolution which led to a heated 
debate expressed anxiety at the 
revival of Nazism and antisemitism, 
It was finally adopted, although refer- 
ences to German reirmament and 
Fichmann’s capture were omitted. 

The plenum carried unanimously a 
resolution conveying warm greet- 
ings to the Israeh Prime Mbunuister, 
Mr. Ben-Gurion, on the occasion of 
his 7Sth birthday. It also passed 
a resolution expressing solidarity 
with the State of Israel on the 
thirteenth anniversary of is creation. 

The conference expressed its soli- 
darity with the North African Jewish 
communities, and appealed to 
Algerian Jewish youth to identify 
itself with the Jewish people and 
join Jewish youth movements. 

Another resolution expressed 
:dmiration for those who realised the 
ideal of Chalutziut. 

The spokesman of the Jewish 
Agency's Youth and  Hechalutz 
Department expressed his satisfaction 

with the results of the conference, 
and voiced the hope that the founda- 
tions for a World Union of Jewish 
Youth had been laid.

GERMAN CHURCH 
ADMITS ERROR 


God and Jews

There was a glimmer of hope for 
the German-Jewish “dialogue” on 
reconciliation in the assembly of the 
German Evangelical Church which 
was held in Berlin this summer, 
acording to Dr. Eva Reichmann. She 
took part in the debates on Jewish- 
Christian relations. 

Speaking to an audience of former 
German Jews at the New Liberal 
Synagogue in Swiss Cottage, last 
week, Dr. Reichmann said that the 
assembly felt that “ Christian-German 
ideology.” as evolved theologically 
from Martin Luther and politically 
from German philosophy, had been 
the source of latter-day Nazism. The 
assembly also proclaimed the error 
of the concept that God had forsaken 
the Jews, His “chosen people,” and 
it had accepted the argument of 
Rabbi I. E. Greis, of Diisseldorf, that 
whenever Christianity had shown 
hostility to Judaism it had been 
manifesting its own paganism. 

Dealing with reactions of Protestant 
opinion to the assembly, Dr. Reich- 
mann said that a certain religious 
journal stated that the assembly was 
“selling out the history of the 
Christian Church” and that because 
of the feeling of guilt towards Jewry 
it had shaken the very foundations 
of Christianity. 

On the whole the assembly's reso- 
lutions met with a favourable recep- 
tion from the 10,000 participants in 
the Berlin stadium. Therein lay the 
glimmer of hope. however small, for 
ultimate reconciliation, Dr, Reich- 
mann concluded.

Removing misunderstanding of Diaspora

An Argentine-Jewish leader is 
undertaking an unusual mission to 
Isracl—to discover the reasons for 
the “misunderstanding” among 
Israclis about Diaspora Jewry. He 
also hoped that a campaign would 
be started to rectify matters, as great 
harm is being done both to Isracl and 
to the Diaspora. 


He is Mr. Maximo G. Yagupsky. 
head of the Latin American Section 
of the Amerncan Jewish Committee, 
who was in London this week. 


In an interview with THe Jewisn 
CHronicce, Mr. Yagupsky said he 
was undertaking the mission because 
the American Jewish Committee was 
deeply concerned about the misunder- 
Standing among, and the musinter- 
pretation by, Israelis of the aims of 
Diaspora Jews, particularly of Jews 
in America. The misunderstanding 
was specially strong among the 
sabras. 

These Israclis were not acquainted 
with the social and cultural aims of 
Diaspora Jews, nor did they appreci- 
ate sufficiently their wish to remain 
religious. 


New magazine 


That the heart of the Jewish people 
~Israel—should not beat in rhythm 
with the Diaspora must cause every- 
one deep concern. The reasons must 
be found out and remedial measures 
must be taken. 


It is intended, said Mr. Yagupsky, 
to establish a magazine to deal 
primarily with the Israel-Diaspora 
relationship and to discuss problems 
which were common to both sections 
of the Jewish people. The American 
Jewish Committee also hoped that 
there would be exchange visits of 
intellectuals and writers, so that the 
specific problems of the Diaspora and 
Israel would be analysed and pos- 
sible solutions proposed. 

“We are not blameless. But we 
want the Israelis to understand that 
if we are to blame it is not for ignor-

Speaking about Latin-American 
Jewry. he said that the alarm 
expressed by Jewish representative 
organisations in Argentina about the 
activities of groups of pro-Nazis was 
not exaggerated. here was at 
present no deep-rooted antisemitism 
in the country, but the anti-Jewish 
campaign had to be carefully 
The campaign was pro- 
moted by ex-Nazis, by extreme 
nationalists, Hungarian émigrés, 
some disgruntled politicians, and the 
Arab League. Most members of 
these groups were in the 18 to 25 
age group. 

The Government had promised to 
take action, but the leaders of these 
groups had been allowed to remain 
free.

Refusal to panic 


Grave concern was being [clt by 
the Argentine Jewish community 
about these developments, but the 
community refused to panic. They 
believed that they had a great future 
in the country. “We are not gomg 
to run away.” he said. “Our atti- 
tude is the same as that of the British 
Jews in the 1930s. They, too, did 
not run away because of Mosley.” 


Argentina is a stronghold of the 
Yiddish language, and there are two 
important Yiddish newspapers. But 
Mr. Yagupsky indicated that lovers 
of Yiddish have some cause for 
anxiety. The older generation of 
Jews still speak Yiddish. Younger 
people are not entirely following this 
example, and there is a tendency to 
switch to Hebrew. 


Mr. Yagupsky. who speaks Yiddish 
and Hebrew fluently, was born in one 
of the colonies established by Baron 
de Hirsch in Argentina. He is the 
editor of “Commentario,” an Argen- 
tine-Jewish periodical.

HOULD the synagogue be 

concerned with social issues? 

Should the institutions of 
Judaism speak out on such issues 
as racial segregation and world 
peace? When a religious body 
takes a stand on a public issue, 
does that infringe on the rights of 
individual adherents who may not 
agree with the official position? 
Should religion seek to influence 
political decisions? 

These fundamental questions are 
involved in a sharp controversy 
which has embroiled American 
Reform Judaism during the past 
two years and which will be 
resolved in mid-November, at the 
Biennial Assembly of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations, 
the central body representing 630 
Reform synagogues in America 

The fundamental questions have 
become enmeshed, and often 
obscured, by a tangled knot of 
procedural and personality ques- 
tions. But there can be little doubt 
that the outcome of the con- 
troversy now stirring within the 
Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations will have — serious 
implications for the future of all 
trends of Judatsm as well as for the 
entire American Jewish community. 


Social study 


The background, 
scoped, is as follows. The Union 
of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions and the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis (Reform rab- 
binate) ten years ago established a 
Joint Commission Social 
Action, to apply the ethical

principles of Judaism to the great 
moral issues of the day. This Joint 
Commission was authorised to act 
on resolutions adopted by the 
U.AH.C. and the C.C.A.R. In 
addition, the Commission has 
helped to organise social study and 
action committees in some 300 
Reform synagogues. Conservative 
and Orthodox Jewish organisations 
have established similar social 
action bodies, just as Protestant

and Catholic denominations, 
emphasising the social gospel, have 
conducted such programmes for 
decades. 

In 1959, at the Biennial Conven- 
tion, meeting in Miami Beach, 
UA.H.C. delegates voted over- 
whelmingly to accept a $100,000 
gift extended by Mr. and Mrs. 
Kivie Kaplan of Boston, for the 
establishment of a Social Action 
Centre in Washington, D.C., the 
capital. It was pointed out that the 
Washington Centre would function 
under the supervision of the 
national Commission on Social 
Action and would work in close 
harmony with the many Protestant 
and Catholic social action agencies 
with similar offices in Washington. 

In the months following the 1959 
decision, several Reform syna- 
gogues joined together in a con- 
certed campaign to stop imple- 
mentation of the Washington

Dictators 


PRESIDENT Nasser had now had 
ample time to digest the lessons 
of last month’s setback in Syrta 
He has reacted with some new 
repressive measures, some new 


appointments, and a certain 
amount of self-criticism. Several 
dozen. “capitalisis” have been 


arrested in Cairo and other Evyp- 
tian cities and four new ministers 
have been named of whom it 1s 
said by way of recommendation 
that they are not “neutral 
specialists. 

Meanwhile, Nasser has openly 
admitted in a recent speech that he 
failed to establish a mass basis, that 
the so-called “ Nationa! Union,” the 
great State party with its claim of 
five or six million members, has 
hitherto existed on paper only. He 
complained about a breakdown of 
internal communications ; some 
how the mass of the Egyptian 
population has never been made 
aware tha; they had a vital stake 
in their own country and that they 
could (and should) take a live 


interest in the management of its 


affairs. 

This is only too true, but it is 
nobody's fault but Nasser’s; 
Western well-wishers have warned 
him for a long time that his régime 
would never be secure without 
having a real mass basis in the 
form of a political party or move- 


ment. However. in the last resort 
Nasser cannot admit his own 
responsibility and he puts the 


blame for his failures on. the 
“reactionary forces ” who allegedly 
impeded him. 


* * * 


Nasser has reacted to his set- 
back with a sharp turn to the Left 
which reminds one of the policy of 
Benito Mussolini during the last 
two years of his life. The Italian 
dictator, it will be remembered. 
was overthrown in the summer of 
1943, after the Allied invasion, but 
he received a second lease of life 
from Hitler in Northern Italy, the 
so-called “ Republic of Salo.”

During: this period Mussolini 
became extremely radical, nationa- 
industries and banks, return- 
ng, as it were, to the anti-capitalism 
of his younger years. Not that it 
helped much; the outcome of the 
story is still well remembered.

It will be cold comfort to 
Nasser that his colleague in the 
South, General Aboud, in 
trouble, too. The Sudan is a much 
richer country than Egypt, and it 
has shown more political stability. 

General Aboud has proved him- 
sell a more realistic and less 
ambitious leader than his northern 
neighbour, nor does he talk so 
much. Nevertheless, there have 
been serious disturbances during 
the last year culminating in army 
revolts, the arrest of most of the 
country’s politicians, and clashes 
between the police and religious 
demonstrators in which dozens of 
people have been killed. Some of 
the leading Sudanese newspapers, 
such as “Al Ayam,” have been 
suppressed and the hold of the 
secret police has been greatly 
strenethened. 

Like Nasser, General Aboud has 
attempted to couple a policy of 
rapprochement with the Soviet 
Union with the suppression of local 
Communists, who appeared under 
the name of “ Anti-Imperialist 
Front” and have still considerable 
influence in the trade unions. The 
two great religious sects in the 
North of Sudan, the Khatmia and 
the Ansar, are still very important 
factors in the political life of the 
country. They fight each other 
tooth and nail, but they are no 
friends of General Aboud either. 
It would not be surprising if they 
would make common cause one 
day to get rid of the dictator and 
his unpopular régime. But who 
would succeed General Aboud? 
Who, at that, would replace 
Nasser? Clearly, the _ political 
outlook is not for stability in the 
Nile Valley.

Centre. Even after a building was 


purchased in Washington by the 
U.A.H.C. as a site for the Emily 
and Kivie Kaplan Centre for 
Religious Action, the propaganda 
campaign continued — at an 
increased tempo. Some congrega- 
tions carefully weighed the issues 
in order to guide their delegates at 
the next Biennial Assembly where 
the matter will be considered. 

Opposition to the Washington 
Centre has drawn together an 
unlikely coalition of dissidents, 
including some Southern congrega- 
tions who are outraged by opposi- 
tion to racial segregation; anti- 
Zionists who decry Reform 
shift to pro-Israel 
stand; and conservatives who 
bitterly oppose “lobbying” by a 
religious organisation and contend 
that the right of individual dissent 
is violated by a national organisa- 
tion which speaks out on political 
and social issues. 


Central goal 


Supporters of the Washington 
Centre reply that any religion, and 
particularly Judaism, must con- 
front the moral issues of society, 
or become trrelevant and sterile 
They recall that the social action 
programme of Reform Judaism has 


been affirmed and reaffirmed at 
every biennial, that social justice 
has been a central goal ot the 
UA.H.C. since Ws inception in 
1873, and that the Washington 
Centre had been approved —with 


only a handful of negative votes 
at a convention in which delegates 


from hundreds of congregations 
participated Ihey agree that the 


right of dissent should be cherished, 
but deny the conclusion that a 
national organisation must be 
silenced and rendered impotent in 
responding to the social challenges 
of the day. 

In recent years, Biennial 
Assemblies of the U.A.H.C. have 
attracted close on 2,000 delegates. 
Ihe controversy on social action 
will undoubtedly increase the par- 
ticipation this year, and oratorical 
and ideological fireworks are 
expected to enliven the proceed. 
ings. Although controversy can be 
disorderly and painful, it is a mark 
of health and growth. Dull, pre- 
digested and ritualistic proceedings 
are the bane of too many Jewish 
conferences. Controversy is_ the 
spice of lite. 

Supporters and opponents of the 
Washington Centre have held a 
series of small meetings in an effort 
to clarify the issues and narrow the 
ditferences. Judging by past deci- 
sions of the Assembly, it is most 
likely that the 1959 decision will be 
reaffirmed, Indeed, the debate may 
well focus on the procedures and 
safeguards under which the Centre 
will function, rather than the basic 
question of social action itself. 

In any case, the 1961 Biennial 
Assembly of the U.A.H.C. will be 
of historic significance. It help 
to chart the main course which 
American Reform Judaism will ply 
into the uncertain future

N 1900 there were 8,000 

pupils in the London Jewish 

day schools. Today there 
are 4,700. The figures are 
given by Mr. S. S. Levin, 
Chairman of the London Board 
of Jewish Religious Education. 
They are not a happy reflection 
on the work of the schools, 
especially if it is recalled that 
the Jewish population of this 
country has trebled in the past 
sixty years. A good school will 
attract the children of its 
former pupils. The fact that 
the Jewish day schools appear 
to have had the opposite effect 
does not, however, mean that 
they were necessarily bad 
They were designed largely to 


convert the awkward new- 
comers into young English 
gentlemen. To this extent 


they did their work well—per- 
haps too well, and there seems 
to have been something deeply 
defective in the Jewish content 
of their teaching. Today it is 
not the Englishness of Anglo- 
Jewry which is in question, but 
its Jewishness, and not every- 
one familiar with the Jewish 
day schools in this country is 
satisfied that this fact is being 
kept sufficiently to the fore.

In September, 1960, the 
Pilkington Committee invited 


the Board of Deputies to sub- 
mit its opinions on the future 
of broadcasting and television 
This was the opportunity to 
express dissatisfaction with the 
inadequacy of the coverage 
Jewish viewpoint 
on the B.B.C. and ITV But 
the Board voiced no complaint 
and made no representations: 
it was content with a bland 
Slatement that it was ready to 
be consulted. Such readiness 
may be commendable. but Sir 
Harry Pilkington has not.

The Board is now con- 
sidering a proposal by the 
Angio-Jewish Association that 
there should be joint action tn 


this field. But then the Board 
is always considering action. 
lt is this which makes it one 
of our most considerate and 
least active organisations.

If the Hillel Foundation did

BELATED DECISION 


Widespread satisfaction will be felt at the news 
that the Chief Rabbinate of Isracl has at last 
given a ruling that grants full religious rights to 
Indian Jews of the Bene Israel sect and in particu- 
lar allows them to marry other Jews. In India 
the Bene Israel always took immense pride tn 
maintaining their Jewish heritage and have 
recently emigrated in large numbers to Israel 
It was, therefore, mest distressing when the C hiel 
Rabbinate—which in the State of Israe! is invested 
with supreme authority in matters of marriage-- 
showed reluctance to accord them the same 
religious rights as their fellow-Jews trom other 
lands. The Chief Rabbinate unherotcally took 
the line of least resistance It deliberately 
refrained from authorising marriages between the 
Bene Isracl and other Jews, although uw did not 
interfere with the granting of such marriage 
licences by local rabbis. This pusillanimous alti- 
tude rightly evoked Strong protests by Jews in 
all parts of the world who are mindful of the 
obligations of humanity and Jewish tellowship 
It has happily now been corrected. But the whole 
episode showed a lamentable abdication of 
spiritual responsibility. Unfortunately, its under- 
lying causes are unlikely to be remedied while the 
Office of the Chief Rabbinate in Israel lacks the 
full personnel and hence the ability to exercise 
real religious leadership.

The latter is a 
painiul muscular contraction 
caused by loss of sodium in the 
body as a result of excessive 
sweating, and can be prevented 
guite simply by the addition of 
extra salt in one’s food, or by the 
use of special salt tablets. 

Insect life can prove to be one 
of the minor irritations of life in 
a hot climate: bees, wasps, 
hornets, and particularly the mos- 
quito (non-malarial). 

Repellent creams, of which there 


are’ many on the market, may be 
used to fend off the latter. Bees. 
wasps, and hornets have a paintul 
sing and may also produce 
inflammation and, possibly, an 
ilergic reaction the site of a 
stingy should he hathed with 
ammonia or a solution of baking 
soda and a soothing lotion, such

A less common. hazard which

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REFLECTIONS AMERICAN CRITICS 


HE Americans, inevitably, 

have discovered ~~“ Anglo- 

Jewish writing,” a blanket 
term, covering a multitude of sins 
and discrepancies, brought about 
by the sudden emergence of a small 
group of Jewish writers in this 
country, all at the same time. The 
term with its connotations and 
tendentious commentaries, is of no 
more Significance or value than 
“Anery Young or beat 
generation”; but then the tend- 
ency to collect and catalogue is 
something the Americans owe to 
their Germanic affinities—a world 
made safe for Ph.D. students 
chronicling the number of colons 
in Shakespeare. 

Having “ discovered an Anglo- 
Jewish school of writing, the next 
step was predictable enough 
analogies. And, since American- 
Jewish writing Uf I may fall into 
the same trap, and trade generalisa- 
tion for generalisation) has a smug 
chauvinism all its own, these 
analogies have been heavily in 
favour of America. Anglo-Jewish 
writing, we are told. verbally and, 
occasionally, in print, 1s begin. 
ning 


Ignorance 


From this, one draws various 
inferences: that m some way, 
American-Jewish writing is senior, 
already established: that Anglo- 
Jewish writing, having begun, will 


continue to “develop; ina 
word. that there will be more 
of it At the moment. of course 


if is merely flexing its puny muscles 
and taking us first, faltering steps : 
but it should be patted on the 
head, encouraged -and in time i, 
too, may produce tts Bellows and 
its Malamuds (Odets is. out: 
Miller's position is debatable) 

Such thinking, superficial and 
misleading, is based on profound 
ignorance of the nature of 
England, English society, and the 
position which the Jews hold in 
relation to both: the more the 
American critics analyse and 
theorise, the Pnore clearly do they 
Show their lack of Knowledge and 
nuance. Certainly, it 1s significant 
and interesting that so many 
Jewish writers should have come 
forward together Arnold Wesker, 
Gerda Charles, Wolf, Mankowitz, 
Bernard) Kops, Bernice Rubens. 
Harold Pinter, Frederic Raphael, 
Dannie Abse, Jon Silkin, Peter 
Shafler, and mysell Certainly, 
there must be reasons tor at, but 
those reasons, by their very nature, 
exclude comparison with the 
American-Jewish expericnce. Two 
factors —-the sheer, brute size of the 
Jewish community in America, the 
ethnic confusion of the United 
States--have Kept the spirit of 
East European Jewish culture 
intact in-a way which was impos- 
sible in Britain. The productivity 
of American Jewry greater, 
partly, no doubt, because there 
happened to be more of them. but 

far more © important—-because 
they were able to go on working 
in an established tradition [heir 
British. counterparts, meanwhile, 
were engaged in reconciling past 
experience with a new tradition: 
hence the latency period, which has 
now come to an end, and _ the 
sudden efflorescence ol Jewish 
writers. 


Immigrant plays 


Arnold Wesker’s work, for 
example, has been compared in 
America (with a view to denigra- 
tion) to that of the young Odets;: 
but it would be impossible to say 
of “ Roots ” what Mary MeCarthy 
has said of Odets’s -work ; that his 
“immigrant” plavs are merely 
Jewish situations characters 
disguised and transmogrifed. 
Wesker’s Norfolk bumpkins 
real, real even to the port of 
tedium, just as his English charac- 
ters in “ The Kitchen” are real 
What he has done in his trilogy ts 
what | suggested, some time ago in 
these pages. might be done by a 
Jewish writer: he has introduced

li one examines the work of 
Pinter, and the war stories of 
Alexander Baron, one sees again 
the fruitful interweaving of Jewish 
intensity, Jewish themes — the 
analogy with Kafka is especially 
valid-—into English contexts. There 
isnt a Jew to be seen in “ Night 
Out.” “The Dumb Waiter,” or 
“The Caretaker.” The control of 
dialogue is pyrotechnic, the artist 
is completely at home in English 
rhythms, English personality. Here, 
1 think, we find the potential 
strength of the  Anglo-Jewish 
writer, a strength which derives 
from tension and ambiguity ; and 
here the obverse -one finds the 
nemesis of American-Jewish 
writing 

For the trouble with the East 
European school of Jewish writing 
is--ipso facto-—-that uw belongs to 
Eastern Europe. It is this element 
in the work of Bernard Malamud 
which falsifies a great deal of it 
for me. One feels that the situa- 
tions are situations transplanted — 
arbitrary in the case of his novel, 
“The Assistant.” frankly senti- 
mental and contrived in the case of 
such stories as “ The Lady of the 
Lake,” where an “antisemitic Jew” 
finds that the beautiful Italian girl 


he’s pursuing is in fact a Jewish 
refugee from a concentration camp. 
I do not wish to undervalue Mr. 
Malamud’s singular  talent-—the 
intensity, the almost supernatural 
overtones, which he imparts to the 
best of his work are admirable 
but merely to point out that writers 
of his genus run the risk of moving 
into a dead end. 


Digging deep 


Saul Bellow, one feels, is aware 
of this, which is why he from time 
to time tries to escape, rushing 
into the extravagance of a loud. 
synthetic novel like “ Henderson 
the Rain King.” tn which one 
could not believe for a minute, tor 
all its talented invention. Mr. Bel- 
low at his best is Mr. Bellow in 
“Seize the Day ”—melancholy. 
pessimistic . . . East European, 
and it imteresting to see that his 
novel in progress is being written 
in the same tenebrous vein. And 
yel-—1f one may pursue the 
metaphor—how deep does it run, 
how much more is_ there to 
excavate? 

When the American-Jewish 
critics start comparing, they con- 
veniently ignore what will not fit 


their thesis. If they write of 
Gerda Charles it will always be 
of “The Crossing Point.” not of 
her first and, to my mind, superior 
novel, the beautifully wrought 
“The True Voice,” which has no 
overt Jewish theme. If my own 
work «8 discussed, it is always 
“The Bankrupts”; never my 
stories about Italy or professional 
foothall 

This element of self-promotion 
among American-Jewish — critics 
has been specially well illustrated 
by the recent exhuming and extol. 
ling of a novel, “Call it Sleep,” 
by Henry Roth, published (and 
forgotien) some thirty years ago 
“Call nt Sleep” ts a long con 
scientious, and to me, at least, 
ultimately tedious book, its subject 
the sensitive childhood of a young 
Jewish immigrant growing up in 
the slums of New York.

Colonel Lorch has all the qualifica- 
tions for the massive and responsible 
task he has undertaken. He served 
as a combatant officer through the 
siege of Jerusalem; he held a num- 
ber of staff appomtments the 
Israeli Army, was the first head of 
the Military History Section of the 
Gencral Staff, and is now im the 
Foreign Service. He has had access 
to all the existing documents on the 
Israeli side; and such Arab sources 
as have been open to him he has 
used with scrupulous fairness. He 
has an equally firm grasp of small, 
detailed tactical action as of the 
general, strategic purpose and trend 
of the war as a whole. 


Record of war 


He has written a book which must 
be considered quite outstanding, when 
judged by the most exacting histor. 
cal standards. This is as near a 
definitive account of the War of 
Liberation, from start to finish. as 
we are likely to get. Colonel Lorch 
takes the narrative from the U.N 
Resoluuion of November 29, 1947, 
and the Arab attack on a Jewish 
bus on the Natanya-Jerusalem road 
on the following day, to the signing 
of the armistice agreements with 
Egypt, Jordan (then Transjordan), 
and Syria 20 months later. 


Ihe campaign as a whole fell into 
five well-defined phases. During the 
first two the Mandate was stil, in 
theory, effective, and the British were 
nominally responsible for the 
admimistration of Palestine until 
May 15, 1948. Colonel Lorch 1s 
austerely factual about the way in 
which this responsibility was exer- 
cised-——or, as I should prefer to say. 
abused and abandoned. The conduct 
of the departing authorities (with the 
notable exceptions of certain indivi- 
dual officers and officials) is one of 
the shoddier and more uzzline 
episodes in modern British history ; 
Colonel Lorch’s reticence and mag- 
nanimity are all the more praise- 
worthy.

He does not boast and he does not 
despise. Firmly conscious of the 
yustice of the cause for which he him 
self fought, he is calmly judicious in 
his appraisal of the Arabs’ difficul 
ties and blunders, and charitable in 
his assessment of the disaster which 
Palestinian Arabs.

Despite 
an occasional, sentimental wobble, 
for sheer charm, penetration, 
emotional exactness the American 
wins every time. “Memoir of 
Spring ” is not exactly a novel but 
a loosely connected serics of recol- 
lections. The narrator is a_ twice- 
married, successful, Hollywood script- 
writer who in middle-age returns to 
the scenes of his poor, Jewish, New 
York childhood. All this. the form, 
the content, has been done often 
enough before. Yet, done well—as 
here—it can still provide a most 
lively and tender pleasure. 


Family life 


Mr. Moll'’s episodes and characters 
are often extremely funny Aunt 
Rose, determined on distinction in 
the family, forcing the narrator (at 
three) into the role of genius : Aunt 
Minnie. determined in her turn on 
forcing her handsome ox of a hus- 
band into a profession. But the 
incident which stays longest in the 
memory, brinemg a soft, terrible

Mr. Levine in “ One Way Ticket” 
uses much the same framework ;

Memory of Ottawa ™ (recollections of 
a Canadian-Jewish boyhood) he is 


good. But that piercing, lyric note 
that the American writers so often 
and so miraculously achieve ts 


undeniably mussing. 

“The Scarict Blossom” is one of 
those counterpoint novels, alternat- 
ing chapters in Australia and 
Germany with the protagonists 
meeting at last in war, A German-

of book which with its lack of any 
real distinction cannot be = praised, 
vet cannot quite be written off, since 
here and there a paragraph does 
spark out from the dullish compe- 
tence of the whole. 


Miller in the mirror

When we ask someone, “ How are 
you ?” we don't expect an announce- 
ment: “ Well, look, I've gotta spot 
of lumbago, an’ on top of that we've 
had a spotta difficulty with our an 
pair girl.

Similarly, when we politely ask 
vistting Americans. “ How do you like 
England?” we don't require more 
than a ghost of an answer. 

But when an American asks some- 
one from Great Britain what he 
thinks about the U.S.A. the reply ts 
carefully considered, and any casual 
opinion might well be reacted to 
sensitively. Perhaps, more than any 


country in the world, the U.S.A. ts 
introspective about the complexities 
of its social organisation, They are 


for ever holding up mirrors at “ Our 
Town.” No wonder that sociological 
books in the U.S.A. are so fastidiously 
authoritative. 

Reading critics, one wonders some- 
time whether American novelists and 
dramatists are im unacknowledged 
competition with American sociolo- 
gists. Certainly there ts a body of 
criticism that seems only to be con- 
cerned with literature as a sociological 
symptom. Of course, some. writers 
invite this type of critical approach. 
Arthur Miller is one of them. 

Indeed, Mr. Dennis Welland in his 
sensible monograph on Miller has 
recourse to refer several times to 
Riesman’s “ The Lonely Crowd” and 
Whyte's “ The Organisation Man.” It 
is hardly possible to discuss Arthur 
Miller's “The Crucible.” or “ The 


Death of a Salesman.” or even “ The 


Misfits.” without making generalisa- 
tions about sectors of American 
society... The critic invariably ends up 


by talking in abstractions (and capital 
letters) about the Crisis of Conscience 
of the Individual in the U.S.A, result- 
ing from overwhelming pressures to 
conform, and so on. 

Nor is it really possible to discus 
Arthur Miller's work without taking 
into account Miller's Jewish back- 
ground. If the protagonists in some 
of Millers plays are nor presented as 
lews-e.e.. Willy Loman in “ Death 
of a Salesman “--perhaps it’s because 
the dramatist js striving to achieve a 
umiversality, In this Miller succeeds, 
for in the end Willy Loman becomes 
not only a portrait of a man who has 
failed “because of wrong dreams,” 
but a generic symbol. or as Mary 
McCarthy has unfairly written. “a 
Human Being without being anvone. 
a sort of suffering = statist She 
went on to argue that Willy Loman 
“could not be Jewish because he 
had to be American.” 


Critic’s function 


Mr. Welland deals with this matter. 
among others, and his comments 
always seem succinet, fair. and 
reasonable. In any case the value of 
Dennis book, others 
in this excellent paperback series of 
“Writers and Critics.” is that it 
prompts the reader to go back to the 
original source, in this instance to 
Miller himself. And this surely is

SHEER SEWING 


Tips for the home dressmaker 


ERE are some useful hints 
to keep in mind when you 
are sewing a party dress 
that is in sheer stuff, like chiffon. 
Don't cut this out on a hard or 


polished surface Try covering 
your table with a = sheet firmly 
tacked over the edges. Use very 


sharp scissors, not too big or 
heavy, and fine, sharp pins to 
avoid marking the fabric. Notches 
should not be cut imnto seam 
allowances, as they may interfere 
with seam construction or the 
final finishing. Use a fine needle 
for any hand sewing and a thread 
like Coats’s Gossamer Terylene or 
Silko No. 50. 

See that your sewing-machine 
is free from lint or dust and make 
a few tension tests on a small piece 
of the fabric, working down, 
across, and on the bias. 

Too heavy pressure may cause 
puckering and marring, too light 
may give irregular stitch length 
and wavy seams. So regulate your 


pressure. You do this by a thumb 
screw on the top of the machine 
over the presses bas.--Turn the 
downward to _ increase, 
upward to decrease the pressure 

Any swing-needle machine with 
the slant needle is a great help in 
sewing sheers. The needle allows 
the gentlest handling of delicate 
fabrics and gives maximum visi- 
bility, while the straight-stitching 
presser foot and throat plate pro- 
vide the necessary close control. 

The best hem finish for chiffon 
is to face tt first by machine, with 
a narrow matching net. Cut away 
surplus net and then hand-roll the 
two fabrics together. For hems 
on crisper material, run a row of 
machine stitching along a narrow 
turnup, then turn up the hem 
again and stitch, either by machine 
or hand. 

I understand from the sewing 
experts at Simger’s that they have 
experimented with a number of 
sheer fabrics and find that the best

results were achieved by using a 
Slightly lighter tension than usual, 
a number II needle, 12 stitches to 
the inch, and a choice of Silko SO, 
Clark’s Embroidery Cotton 50, or 
Coats’s Terylene Gossamer Thread. 
Chiffon and organza require a 
No. 9 needle.

SPORTING BRIDGE WITH ISRAEL 


A suggestion once made in 
these columns that a group be 
formed to help Israeli sport has, 
lL am happy to say, borne fruit. 

The proposal was primarily 
directed at the Bridge in 
Britain, which has done so much 
already for bsraeli youth. Now 

the President of the Bridge, 
1 Mr. Greville Janner, has 
i enthusiastically adopted the pro- 
posal. Steps are already being 


taken to establish a %& 2 
group of friends of Israeli 
sport. 


The need for such 4 group 
was made evident to Mr. Janner 
during a recent visit to Israel. 
He saw the lack of facilities 
from whieh Isracli sportsmen 
are suffermg. Even more serious 
was the absence of trained 
coaches in most sports. 


When they heard of the 
sxheme the Israelis expressed 
warm approval. They gave Mr. 
Janner a long list of require- 
ments—in which coaches are at 
the top. 

Nearly every sport has 
enthusiastic followers, but the 
young people are not making 
as much progress as they weuld 
like. This is particularly evident 
im athletics. Here the problem 
ss twofold: lack of adequate 
facilities, and insufficient public 


support. Football has captured 
the public imagination to a 
remarkable degree and_ the 


other sports suffer from this. 

Yet there are a number of 
talented young athletes—men 
and women—who can _ reach 
world-class standards if given 
adequate coaching. At the 
moment they are greatly handi- 
capped by poor technique. 

Similarly in boxing The 
British public has more than 
once had a chance of secing the 
tough, Israeli amateur bowers. 
They gave some splendid per- 
formances against the best Lon. 
don and provincial boxers, but 
im many cases it was painfully 
obvious that their courage was 
greater than their skill. An 
experienced English  ceach 
would have made their chances 
of victory much greater. 

There is now increasing 
imterest in Israel in boxing, but

the lack of trained coaches is 
damping the enthusiasm. A 
great welcome would be given 
to English coaches. 


The new group of friends of 
Israch sport is likely to want to 
concentrate on providing, first 
of all, coaches. But the needs 
of Israeli sport are extensive and 
a whole programme of aid and 
encouragement would have to 
be drawn up. 

It seems certain that most of 
outstanding Anglo-Jewish 
spoxismen will want to be asso- 
ciated with this venture. i will 
do a great deal to strengthen 
friendship ‘ketween Isracli and 
Anglo-Jewish\sportsmen. 

* * * 

The Israeli Government 
deserve congratulations for their 
realistic approach to the problem 
of their international  foot- 
ballers. A scheme js _ being 
worked out to enable the foot- 
ballers to have civilian jobs, 
and, at the same time. to be 
given adequate time for train 
ing. This may not please cham- 
pions of pure amateurism, but 
takes account of present-day 
realities. The Israelis, who are 
amateurs, have frequently to 
play highly-trained professional 
foreign teams, and it ts really a 
wonder that they have done so 
well. Now they should have a 
better chance of showing their 
skill. This scheme may well be 
adopted by other countries. 


* * 


The Israeli national football 
team should not lack supporters 
when they play the England 
Under-23 team, at Leeds on 
November 9. This match is in 
the nature of a challenge to both 
England and Israel. England 
will be seeking revenge for that 
amazing 40 defeat at Ramat 
Gan, while the Israelis wil] want 
to improve on the dismal record 
of Israeli club teams visiting 
this country. The clash should 
provide some very good foot- 
ball. Some critics may under- 
rate Israeli international foot- 
ball, but England does not. 
They are picking the strongest 
possible team.

AUSTERE PAINTER’S PROGRESS 


By PETER STONE 


When one goes to a Leon Kossoff 
exhibition—he is now his 
third at the Beaux Arts Gallery—one 
is no longer disturbed by the churned 
up inches of earthy pigment through 
which he indents his images nor by 
the heavily worked blackness of his 
drawings. One has come to accept 
them as the idiom of an austere artist 
who has something of authority to 
express, something that would lose in 
value if it were not so laboriously 
conveyed. This time, however, one 
finds a greater freedom (in the same 
toilsome idiom), a greater sureness all 
over the canvas or paper, and so a 
greater power. 


His subjects are mainly portraits, 
wonderfully solid in their expression 
of material form, of seated men and 
women. Most of the men are slumped 
inertly with heads bowed in black- 
ness, the light falling on their 
trousered legs——the very epitome of 
listness, despair, and unprotesting 
defeat. This is not Munch's hysteri- 
cal despair, but the passive acceptance 
of nothingness. woman sitter, 
on the other hand, is allowed always 
to show her face, a face saddened and 
— by long suffering, but alive 
still.

spatial structure but as melancholy as 
reading a newspaper. It seems wron 
that an artist should work so har 
and so successfully to express nothin 
but despair ; and one hopes that with 
the greater proficiency Kossoff now 
has will come a gleam of hope in 
humanity, leading to the knowledge 
of spiritual victory in temporal defeat 
that makes true tragedy.
